The 1924 crop of 425,000,000 bus- 
hels of potatoes grown-in the U..S. 
brought $270,000,000 less than the 
323,000,000 bushels which. were pro- 
duced the next year. In addition-to 
the, money lost on the difference in 
sales price, the large crop cost a great 
deal more to.grow than the smaller.
